I say nominal,
because it will be a diseordant and unreliable
majorky—certainly unavallable as a sapport to
the administration, and distempered and belli-
gerent because of the singular bitlerness that
the leaders of the House cherish for oach other.
Butler will have a party, Bingham will have a
party, and Farnsworth will have a party, and
each will wagze relentless war npon the others,
Butler will Asaume Lo be the
administration leader, and he leads
baldly and drives mercilessly. Inaddition to his
semi-repudiation policy, he would seek to
engraft his blood-and-thunder poliey relative to
the Alsbama claims upon the party, and instead
of healing and conciliating the now discordant
elements he will widen the breach and steadily
waste Republiean power. e 1s first of all for
¢ Butler; second, for Batler and Grant's patron-
ago;: third, for Butler and Graut, and he lacks
the general confidence, both personally and
politically, necessary to successful leadership.
From no section will he be more implacably au-
tagonized than from his own New Kagland dele-
gatlons. He ia known to be strong with the
President, and he will be poweriul, but » very
large Republican element of the House dlstrust
the sincerity of his devotion to the President,
and more still distrust him generally as a leader.

But in Pennsylvania, as in New York and
Miseouri, the difculty is to find some common
ground on which to recall the eloments he has
#0 wantonly driven away from all sympathy
with the administration. If he would be just
in Pennsylvania, he must proscribe Cameren's
proscription by a large list of removals, and
solect euccessors from the honest, undefiled
men of the State, each of whom would drive a
nail in Cameron's politieal cofin. It would be
ulter death to Cameron, for, being without
popu'ar honor, he must dispense Grant's
patronage (o make even a show of sustaloing
himself, and JCameron will fight to the last
ditch agalnst any aew policy in Pennsylvania.
Had the President continued, as he
commenced, to discard Cameron as wutterly
unworthy of confidence and favor, there
would have been no Cameron
power In the Btate, and the Republican pariy
wounld now be united, and notorions Cameron
would not have been hanglog like a mill-stone
aboul the necks of Uessna, Merrell, Armstrong,
Gllillan, Btewart, and Donley. All of them
would have been trinmphantly elected, and the
Republican power of the State would be un-
questioned. But the Presidant was unfalthful to
his own positive and expressed convictions as
to Cameron, and he warmed him into new life
only to find disaster to the administration as the
reward.

It has been satrongly urged by many earnest
and sagacious Republican leaders that Governor
Curtin should be recallied at once and placed in
the Cabioet, but I feel warranted in saying that
Curtin wonld peremptorily decline a Cabinet
portfolio. He never pressed himself for sach
an appointment, and now he counld not accept
it. His preeent position is not in accordance
with his tastes, but when he returns it will be
to nccept the sincere plandits of the people, and
not to eeck official favora.

How the President will cut the political knots
which now entangle him it would be useless to
conjecture. Ile makes the most unlooked-for
appointmenta at times, and he may do 80 aguin:
Lut be prepared for a new programme of some
kind soon after his return from the City of
Brotherly Love.
